REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed on September 23, 2004, and the 
references cited therewith. 

Claims 3-5, 9, 12, 15-16, 19, and 22 are amended, claims 1, 2, 8, 10, 11,13, 14, 18, 20, 
and 21 are cancelled, and no new claims are added; as a result, claims 3-7, 9, 12, 15-17, 19, and 
22 are now pending in this application. 

^ 102 Rejection of the Claims and Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 8, 10-1 1, 13-14, 18 and 20-21 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Aiello et al (WO 01/99305 A2). 

Claims 3-7, 9, 12, 15-17, 19 and 22 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant has amended claims 3-5, 9, 12, 15-16, 19, and 22 to incorporate the limitations 
of the claims from which these claims previously depended, bringing them into condition for 
allowance. Applicant notes that claims 3-7, 9, 12, 15-17, 19 and 22, which were previously 
indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent form are now so written or are dependent from 
claims indicated to be allowable, and so are in condition for allowance. 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 10, 1 1, 13, 14, 18, 20, and 21 are cancelled, such that all pending claims 
are in condition for allowance. Reexamination and allowance of the claims as amended is 
therefore respectfiiUy requested.
